FORD LETS CONTRACTS 
FOR NEW ASSEMBLY 
PLANT IN CALIFORNIA 


Detroit, May 10.—The Ford Mo- 
tor Company has let contracts for 
a new Southern California assem- 
bly plant, docks, and_ transfer 
warehouse. The new plant will be 
erected on a forty-acre plot of 
ground opposite Terminal Island, 
at Long Beach Harbor, which 
opens into the Pacific Ocean. 
The plant will be of the most 
modern Ford type factory construc- 
tion, with the latest conveyor and 
dock equipment. It will consist of 
two units, a single story assembly 
plant, 920 feet long by 300 feet wide. 
with a single story office building 
and a two-story transfer warehouse 

440 feet by 86 feet Total floor 
space will be in excess of 350,000 
feet 
There will be a slip and reinforced 
dock 500 feet in length, 
with a two-story transfer warehouse 
alongside. It is expected the plant 
will be in operation early in 1930. 

The plant and equipment will 
represent an investment of more 
than $3,000,000. 

The plant site is on the line of 
the Union Pacific Railroad, and was 
bought some time ago from that 
company 

The company’s present southern 
California plant, located in Los An- 
geles, is no longer adequate to care 
for the heavy demand for 
products. It will be discontinued 
when the new one is completed and 
occupied. A unique feature of the 
site is that it is split by the bound- 
ary line of two cities, Los Angeles 
and Long Branch.

S* n Alfred E. 
of New York were opponents in a strenuous campaign 
for the highest honor that can come to an American. The 
people decided in favor of Mr. Hoover, Gov. Smith 
retired to private life after congratulating his opponent and 
wishing him success in the great task to which he had been 


and 


called. 

And now President Hoover has taken the first oppor- 
tunity of reciprocating courtesies When Notre Dame 
University recently decorated Alfred E. Smith with a medal 
for service to his church, Mr. Hoover gracefully wrote the 
institution that he was “glad you have given me the oppor- 
tunity of joining in congratulations to Gov. Smith for the 
honor which you confer upon so distinguished an American, 
and to the university for its public spirit in honoring so 
great a public servant.” 

Most of us accept this interchange of courtesies as the 
regular and proper thing among our public men. We do 
not stop to analyze and to realize that in this simple matter 
of give and take lies the real foundation of American life, 
not only political but commercial. 

In some countries Gov. Smith’s defeat last fall 
have been the signal for him to raise the standard of revolt 
and summon his adherents to arms. 
do not lead to bullets is due the continuance of this republic 
for nearly 150 vears. We give and take in our political 
activities, the defeated today being quietly content to wait 
for the next onslaught of the ballots for their revenge. 

Perhaps this attitude is the result of our great Ameri- 
can sense of humor, about which we hear so much, and of 
which occasionally wish we could see a little less. 


It is to be noted, however, that this same attitude of | 


give and take carries over from politics into our commercial 
life, particularly in the automotive industry. With us com- 
petition is keen but not cut-throat. 
today on the part of big manufacturers to try and put rivals 
out of business. All the companies fight for all the business 
they can possibly get, but they join forces in the various 
trade organizations to develop the general condition of the 
industry, including the ethics under which they operate. 
3usiness men generally recognize today that competition is 
the life of trade, exactly as politicians realize that differ- 
ences of political opinion do not necessarily indicate a desire 
on the part of the opposing party to ruin the country. 

This American spirit of give and take is the founda- 
tion of our system of government and of our commercial 
structure. When we lose it, we are going to be in for 
serious trouble.

Such a plea was voiced 
before a meeting of the Service 
Managers Forum of the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
by P. V. C. See. superintendent of 
equipment of the Northern Ohio 
Power and Light Company of 
Akron, O. Mr. See aptly expressed 
the situation of motor vehicle oper- 
ators in regard to this matter as 
follows 

“One the greatest

amount carbon It seems as 
though these five points do not 
give any definite check on the 
quality of the oils 

One of the greatest services that 
could be rendered to the operator 
would be to draft an oil specifica- 
tion that would defnitely 
the lubricating oil.

“Mr. Round’s remarks have al- 
ready been published in full. 

“M. R. Schmidt of the lubrication 
|department of the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana, in a _ paper 
presented at the semi-annual meet- 
|ing of the society in 1927, discusses 
the manner in which specifications 
| usually originate. One method fol- 
lowed is to analyze a_ satisfactory 
lubricant and embody the results in 
the specifications, but the specifier 
does not know that the product is 
the best for his purpose and does 
not possess the facilities for ac- 
curate analysis and the ability to 
determine the pertinent from the 
irrelevant factors. Another method 
is to select from a number of an- 
alyses and specifications items that 
seem important and_ incorporate 
them in the writer's specification 
The result calls for a non-existent 
hybrid that may be impossible to 
produce. A third method, and the 
only proper one, according to M1 
Schmidt, is to make a comprehen- 
Sive study of each lubrication prob- 
lem and summarize the results in 
the specifications. He states 

““When such studies are made it 
will often be found that narrow lim- 
} its of viscosity, flash point and other 
| features are not necessary in oils 
and that exact soap percentages. oil 
| viscosities and consistencies are not 
| essential in greases. Moreover. serv- 
| ice tests will reveal that good lubri- 
|} cants frequently possess character-
